Forging  Small  Pieces  of  History 

Artist  George  Avila  Brings  the  Past  Into  the  Present 


Most  people  who  have  an  avid  interest  in 
history  are  intrigued  by  what  life  was  like  years  ago. 
But  longtime  Mattapoisett  resident  George  C.  Avila 
doesn't  have  to  wonder  —  he  has  immersed  himself 
in  some  of  the  proudest  moments  this  area  has  ever 
seen  through  the  eyes  of  those  who  lived  it. 

Mr.  Avila  is  truly  a  man  of  many  parts  —  a 
person  whose  eyes  come  alive  when  discussing  his 
passion:  interesting  tidbits  of  local  history.  Having 
formerly  served  as  director  of  the  New  Bedford 
Glass  Museum  and  a  founding  member  of  the  New 
Bedford  Glass  Society,  he  contributed  a  fascinating 
cache  of  local  lore  to  the  city  of  his  birth.  It  remains 
one  of  his  proudest  accomplishments  among  many. 

"I  set  up  the  first  glass  exhibit  at  the  New 
Bedford  Whaling  Museum  in  1968,"  Mr.  Avila  said. 
"Then,  we  expanded  and  opened  the  Glass  Museum 
in  1976  which  closed  last  year." 

His  interest  in  the  variety  of  glass  crafts  and 
etchings  from  the  Greater  New  Bedford  area  also 
spawned  one  of  the  foremost  books  on  the  subject  — 
The  Pearpoint  Glass  Story  —  which  was  initially 
published  in  1968  and  has  since  sold  worldwide. 

"I  have  a  picture  of  Grace  Kelly,  who  had  a 
copy  of  my  book  in  her  library,"  he  noted.  "She 
collected  some  of  the  glass  pieces  that  I  wrote 
about." 

Although  he  is  widely  known  for  his 
contributions  to  New  Bedford's  past  glory  — 
including  a  brief  stint  at  the  Whaling  Museum  —  it 
is  Mr.  Avila's  more  recent  work  in  his  place  of 
residence  for  the  last  50  years  that  warrants  special 
attention. 

For  over  a  year  now  he  has  been  busy 
designing  and  crafting  elegant  holiday  ornaments 
and  suncatchers  etched  in  thin  plated  gold  for  local 
organizations.  These  collectible  ornaments  or 
suncatchers  have  become  quite  a  hit  with  residents 
in  and  around  the  tri-town  area,  and  have  served  to 
raise  some  much-needed  funds  for  non-profit 
groups. 

Mr.  Avila  explained  that  he  essentially 
sketches  the  design  for  each  ornament  to  scale  and  it 
then  goes  through  a  process  very  similar  to  glass 
etching  to  lightly  engrave  the  image  onto  the  round, 
gold  medallion.  Though  his  renditions  of  such 
historic  landmarks  as  Mattapoisett's  Seahorse, 
Dartmouth's  Old  Southworth  Library,  and 
Wareham's  Tobey  Hospital  are  stunningly  accurate 


and  well-crafted,  Mr.  Avila  quickly  denies  himself 
the  title  of  "artist." 

"I  never  went  any  further  than  art  classes  in 
grade  school,"  said  Mr.  Avila,  who  worked  as  a 
foreman  at  Morse  Twist  and  Drill  for  38  years.  "As  a 
young  kid,  I  would  draw  animal  pictures.  I 
eventually  started  to  sell  these  drawings  to  Cherry 
and  Company  (later  known  as  Cherry  and  Webb) 
and  C.  F.  Wings  in  New  Bedford.  I  managed  to  make 
some  extra  money  to  buy  clothes  for  school." 

Many  of  these  quaint  depictions  of  animals  in 
human  clothing  made  the  rounds  throughout  the 
Greater  New  Bedford  area  and  Mr.  Avila's  signed 
drawings  have  become  something  of  a  local 
commodity.  "I  still  have  people  who  come  up  to  me 
and  tell  me  that  they  have  a  drawing  of  a  pig  I  did 
hanging  in  their  house,"  he  said. 

Though  Mr.  Avila  later  applied  his  talents  to 
scrimshaw  while  working  at  the  Whaling  Museum 
—  both  old  fashioned  and  modern  —  it  was  his 
intricate  designs  for  cup  plate  etchings  at  the  Glass 
Museum  that  best  transferred  to  his  new  ornament- 
making  specialty. 

"It  was  just  a  matter  of  my  being  in  the  right 
place  at  the  right  time,"  he  said.  "I  was  first 
approached  (in  1993)  to  do  an  ornament  for  The 
Friends  of  the  Elderly  (in  Mattapoisett),  of  which  I'm 
a  member.  I  designed  the  Seahorse  ornament,  which 
sold  very  well.  It  just  snowballed  after  that." 

Mr.  Avila  has  graciously  volunteered  his 
services  for  over  a  dozen  ornaments  since,  all  of 
which  have  been  crafted  for  a  local  non-profit  group 
in  the  hopes  of  raising  money  for  their  efforts.

One  of  Mr.  Avila's  more  recent  contributions 
is  a  rendition  of  Mattapoisett's  Free  Public  Library, 
which  was  designed  under  the  auspices  of  The 
Friends  of  the  Elderly.  Proceeds  from  the  sale  of  this 
ornament,  however,  will  go  directly  to  the  library  for 
improvements  and  the  acquisition  of  new  titles. 

Between  the  time  he  spends  offering  his 
talents  to  benefit  local  groups  and  actively 
participating  alongside  his  wife,  Dee,  in  activities 
with  The  Friends  of  the  Elderly  such  as  arts  and 
crafts,  the  program  for  the  deaf,  bingo  games,  the 
walking  group,  and  SHARE  program,  one  might 
think  that  George  Avila  has  little  time  to  devote  to 
anything  else. 

On  the  contrary  ...  his  interest  in  local  history 
continues  to  grow.  He  recently  completed  an 
impressive  book  project  on  Captain  Ansel  Weeks,  the 
Mattapoisett  native  who  was  master  carpenter  of  the 
whaler  Acushnet,  the  ship  aboard  which  Herman 
Melville  traveled  to  research  his  classic,  Moby  Dick. 

Although  it  was  actually  Nantucket  native 
Captain  Valentine  Pease  who  commanded  the  ship 
during  the  journey,  the  book  —  titled  The  Captain 
Weeks  Story  —  does  touch  on  the  rich  history  of  the 
Acushnet  and  the  details  surrounding  Melville's

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adventure  and  his  jumping  ship  with  Toby  Green. 

Mr.  Avila  noted  that  although  the  area  seems 
to  emphasize  the  importance  of  whalers  like  The 
Wanderer  and  the  Quirks  W.  Morgan,  among  scholars, 
it  is  the  Aaishnet  which  remains  famous  because  of 
Melville's  classic  novel. 

The  book  also  chronicles  Captain  Weeks' 
efforts  to  start  the  Universalist  Church  in 
Mattapoisett  and  his  role  in  separating  the  town 
from  what  was  once  Old  Rochester.  "(Captain 
Weeks)  was  born  and  lived  in  the  Parker  house  on 
North  Street,"  he  said.  "And  he  lived  there  for  most 
of  his  life  ...  some  50  years." 

Mr.  Avila  even  suggested  that  Herman 
Melville  probably  based  his  archetypical  Captain 
Ahab  on  Captain  Weeks,  or  an  amalgamation  of 
Captain  Weeks,  Captain  Pease,  and  other  he 
encountered  while  doing  research  for  the  literary 
classic. 

Although  there  are  no  formal  plans  to 
publish  the  book  on  Captain  Weeks  at  the  present, 
such  an  important  piece  of  local  history  would 
surely  find  a  place  among  Mr.  Avila's  other 
accomplishments. 

Remarkably,  as  he  prepares  to  celebrate  his 
84th  birthday  next  month,  Mr.  Avila  still  devotes

submitted  their  Division  of  Local  Services  "Bulletin," 
discussing  the  extension  of  waivers  of  net  school  spending 
requirements  to  certain  regional  school  districts.

Under  the  budget  line  for  Dog  Control,  which  now 
includes  the  disposal  of  road  kill  previously  handled  by  the 
Board  of  Health,  the  Natural  Resource  Department  has 
requested  a  transfer  of  $3,500.  These  monies  will  be  used  to 
maintain  a  five  hour  shift  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  at  a  rate  of 
$7.76  per  hour  through  June.  The  board  approved  the  request. 

Selectman  Lambalot  then  briefed  the  board  on  the 
meeting  he  had  with  Harbormaster  Steve  Mach  and  Doug 
Cameron  regarding  repairs  to  the  wharf  boat  ramp.  Selectman 
Lambalot  noted  that  the  project  is  at  least  two  years  away 
from  completion  due  to  the  permitting  process  and  a  public 
hearing  that  will  be  held  before  final  designs  are  made. 

Among  items  under  consideration  are  the  extension 
of  the  ramp  within  the  water  and  the  location  of  a  float.  While 
designing  the  plan  for  repairs  and  reconstruction, 
consideration  will  be  made  regarding  the  fish  migration,  the 
town's  accessibility  to  and  from  the  bay,  and  critical  time  of 
use.  Selectman  Lambalot  also  reported  that  due  to  the  ice  now 
covering  the  harbor,  nine  piles  have  been  moved  and  or 
broken  by  the  ice  and  shifting  tides,  all  of  which  are  not 
covered  under  town  insurance. 

Chairman  DeCosta  asked  Selectman  Mahoney  to 
work  on  a  draft  article  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  warrant 
regarding  the  Marion/Mattapoisett/ Rochester  Housing  Co- 
op to  defray  the  town's  share  of  cost  and  operation  of  the 
office.  The  article,  once  drafted,  will  be  sent  to  Marion  and

Chairman  Dougall  noted  a  request  from  the  Board  of 
Fire  Engineers  to  use  the  services  of  Town  Counsel  regarding 
construction  of  the  East  Marion  Fire  House.

drawing.  Recommended  ticket  prices  are  $1  for  children,  $2 
for  adults,  and  $5  for  families.  All  proceeds  will  go  to  "Save 
the  Music  Hall." 

"What  we  need  is  your  support  and  a  license  to  serve 
wine  in  the  Music  Hall,"  Ms.  Farrell  said. 

The  board  was  generally  supportive  of  the  idea,  but 
Selectman  Schaefer  suggested  they  might  want  to  have  it  on  a 
Friday  night,  as  the  event  seemed  geared  for  family 
attendance.

Mr.  Murphy  also  noted  that  a  Public  Meeting  is 
scheduled  for  Thursday,  February  3  at  7:30  pm  in  Sippican 
School  so  residents  can  offer  input  on  the  cable  company.  This 
information,  combined  with  a  recent  survey  that  was  mailed 
to  residents,  will  all  be  assessed  in  determining  the 
parameters  of  the  contract  renewal.

Patricia  Farrell,  who  was  still  present  during  the 
committee's  presentation,  noted  that  Continental  Cablevision 
would  surely  work  to  get  an  initial  proposal  to  them  by  the 
February  18  deadline,  although  it  is  a  short  time  in  which  to 
prepare  a  comprehensive  package.

On  January  17,  a  water  pipe  burst  in 
the  station,  flooding  the  computer  room  and  causing  water 
damage  to  the  ceiling  and  floor.  Chief  Scott  wanted  to  publicly 
thank  Tabor  Academy  for  "being  the  consummate  good 
neighbors  they  have  always  been." 

The  board  also  received  confirmation  of  the  next  Tri- 
Town  Selectmen's  Meeting,  which  will  be  held  on  February  23  at 
7:15  pm  in  the  Mattapoisett  Selectmen's  Office. 

Dennis  F  Luttrell,  Executive  Director  of  the  BBAC,  also 
sent  a  request  to  be  placed  on  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting 
warrant  to  fund  the  organization  with  an  annual  donation  of 
$600  to  continue  their  efforts  in  and  around  Buzzards  Bay. 
Selectman  Schaefer  recommended  that  the  request  be  forwarded 
to  the  Finance  Committee  for  their  consideration. 

Lt.  Gov.  Paul  Cellucci  sent  a  response  to  the  board 
regarding  their  recent  support  for  ending  the  practice  of 
diverting  lottery  proceeds  throughout  the  state.  Mr.  Cellucci

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 
January  24, 1994 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  January 
24, 1994  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairwoman  Lorraine  Roy 
Hawkes.  Also  present  were  Selectman  Michael 
Murphy  and  Administrative  Secretary  Shirley  A. 
Ferreira.  Selectman  David  L.  Hughes  was  not 
present  for  the  meeting. 

After  approving  the  minutes  of  the  January 
18  meeting  via  a  majority  vote  of  the  board, 
Chairwoman  Hawkes  called  upon  Rep.  William 
Straus  to  present  to  him  the  newly-made  Rochester 
Town  Flag  —  designed  by  Kathleen  Hickey, 
Selectman  Hughes'  sister  —  which  is  to  be  hung  in 
the  Hall  of  Flags  at  the  State  House  in  Boston  later 
this  year.  Rep.  Straus  noted  that  a  special  ceremony 
would  be  held  sometime  at  a  later  date  to  install  all 
of  the  new  flags  in  the  State  House  and  he  would 
contact  the  Board  of  Selectmen  so  that  they  might 
attend. 

Before  he  departed,  Chairwoman  Hawkes 
asked  Rep.  Straus  if  he  had  any  notion  of  the 
direction  the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993  might  be 
headed  in  terms  of  getting  local  aid  back  to  the 
various  municipalities  throughout  the  state. 

"I  certainly  think  we're  going  to  be  ahead  of

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last  year,"  he  agreed.  "Gov.  (Weld)  just  submitted  his 
budget  package  for  the  next  fiscal  year  and  it  does 
include  some  significant  increases  in  state  spending 
for  education."  Of  course,  even  without  a  significant 
increase  in  state  aid,  Rep.  Straus  pointed  out  that 
Rochester  should  still  fair  well  for  fiscal  year  1995,  as 
it  taxes  at  a  higher  rate  than  most  municipalities  for 
education. 

Rep.  Straus  was  also  asked  about  the  recent 
questions  concerning  New  Bedford's  lack  of  water 
conservation  in  drawing  from  the  area  lakes.  New 
Bedford  has  responded  by  saying  they  never 
reached  a  depletion  level  where  it  would  require 
them  to  issue  a  water  conservation  notice  to  their 
residents.  But  Rochester  residents  are  concerned  that 
the  water  table  level  may  continue  to  drop  and  a 
valuable  resource  may  very  well  be  depleted  before 
anything  can  be  done  about  it. 

"I  don't  know  a  great  deal  about  the 
agreement  that  was  made,  but  I  do  know  that  New 
Bedford  acquired  their  water  rights  many  years 
ago,"  Rep.  Straus  said.  "I  think  they  may  be  limited 
to  the  amount  of  water  they  can  draw  under  a 
statute,  but  I'll  have  to  research  that." 

Chairwoman  Hawkes  then  began  reviewing 
incoming  correspondence  for  the  week,  starting  with 
a  response  letter  from  the  Town  of  Lincoln,  RI

donate  on  which  the  group  could  build  a  Senior 
Center.  The  group  has  already  begun  fund  raising 
efforts  to  build  the  structure,  but  needs  to  find  an 
appropriate  location. 

Chairwoman  Hawkes  suggested  that  a 
portion  of  the  property  on  Dexter 's  Lane  might  be 
available,  but  that  property  has  also  been  earmarked 
for  several  other  projects,  including  a  new  Fire  and/ 
or  Police  Station  and  Little  League  Baseball  field. 

"We  have  to  leave  enough  room  to  think 
ahead,"  Chairwoman  Hawkes  said.  "You'll  have  to 
come  up  with  a  building  design  before  we  discuss 
building  it  there  ...  we  need  to  know  how  many- 
acres,  more  or  less,  you'd  need  for  the  facility.

The  group  agreed  to  draw  up  some  initial 
plans  for  the  building  and  parking  area  and  would 
come  back  to  the  board  when  they  had  a  better  idea 
of  how  much  space  they'd  need. 

Civil  Defense  Director  Paul  Ciaburri  next 
came  before  the  board  to  discuss  the  town's  contract 
with  the  Greater  New  Bedford  Red  Cross.  Mr.
